There are no through
streets between Rosecrans and Pacific Coast Hwy.. for
east-west traffic.

For several years the numi-
ber of -cases of infectlous and
serum hepatitis reported -in
Los Angeles County has tend-
ed to remain above the aver-
age. Thus far in 1956, 356 cases
have been reported whereas at
this time last year but 150
were recorded. The matter Is
one of concern to public health
officials since the disease is
usually. more prevalent in
areas or Institutions where
sanitary living conditions are
poar and, from these places,
